^usrdSj, and county district attorneys, 
l"heir purpose: to consolidflte. city r 
hy city. eounty by county, a reaetion- 
flr y HtrtacEurcd mnehinery and secure 
rhe coHection of signatures necessary 
to place Propositien 37 on the ballot, 
This entire strucoure was df ree led, 
coordinated, and contralied hy Hvelle 
Yotmger, It was his sta ff, in f net, who, 
as part of rhetr asslgnments* wrote 
Propositfon 17* Younger went so far 
as iü openly vow ro use the '"power 
and prestige 1 " oE hts office to ensure 
the Hucceös ot the Death Penalty in- 
itlailve. 

Younger, however, did not wnrk 
:dune, Farticularly nctlve ameng 
those Envolved was the L,A, County 
Sheriffs Department, which raised 
almoat one half the signatures in the 
enrire state* Also working in fiend- 
Esh frenzy was the California Cor- 
rectional Officers Aseocietion {CC- 
GA)* Bager to nesume their ‘Eün’, 
harassfng the priaoners on Death Row,

hMh, forexample,Reagan senr the fol- 
Iowing telegram ld tbc cntmty district 
actorney'fi involved lm the Proposition 
17 campaign, and orher loc al death 
penalty advtjcates,

clated by me and my staff„.I know 
Chat you are working dtiigenrly, but

To he BI nek in America as a de- 
humanizing exp-erience from the be- 
glnnEng of our lives to the end, The 
constant poverty, the overt racism, 
ihe depLornhle living condkions, The 
violent governmental murders bot h m 
the streets and in the couns, and the 
ever present capitalist exploitaclon 
bU brSng heavy piessure ro bearupon 
the minds and lives of Black peo¬ 
ple, The extstence of Black people 
is turned by America imo a danger- 
QUS = e,t ror-füled nfghrmam, a wilei 
ride with the Insane monster of op- 
presslon. 

For the young Black man, the 
siruggle for survival is often hlockcd 
by seemingly insurmountable üb- 
scacles pl ace tl in the way hy the op- 
pressor. The posslbllUles of mnin- 
taining a jnh wirh dïgnity are few, 
For these reasuns, the tenslon and 
fruêtrarfon increases* he may be 
caugnt in the seemingly hopeless 
vacuLim uf decay Ing American soc i e ry , 

Black people are daüy bombarded 
by the various means this country 


uses to oppress us, When we become 
conscious of snme of theresl reasons 
for our situalion, some of us are 
thrown Into u Whirlpool of confuston; 
must we live Hke tb is and fight, or 

shall we attenapt to escape frorn Lt 
rhrnugh drugs, alcohol or death? The 

mental onguish and despatr can be- 
come unbèarable, At Times we find 
otirselves resortlng to extreme me* 
thods io let our imprfaonment wlth- 
tn this country' he known, Many rimss 
we turn vloience inward, upon gur- 
selves, we lash out at our prïson- 
llke communie our families and 
friends becausc we do not know how 
to re ach our oppresaor, our ag- 
gressiun Is miaplaced, Untll we find 
other rnsans of ridding ourselvea of 
the enemy we wLU hurt our own best 
interests. 

Willis B. Phillips was a resident 
of A riant a, Georgla. He was an nr- 
ganizer for the Southern Chris tian 
Lesdership Conference (SCLC)* He 
was only 27 years old, Af ter suf- 
fering the sarne long train of anusea 
that al 1 Black people suffer in ibis 


country, he feit he could no longer 
endure the hflrdshfps of struggllng to 
live, He chose to die. 

On Saturday, Üctober 7, 1072* Wil¬ 
lis R. Phillips showed the extreme 
to whlch America can push Black 
peoplep He poured gasoline on his 
body, becarno nhlaze with ftames and 
ran inio The mtddle of a parade or 
people In downtown Atlsnta, He made 
a buman aaertfice of hlmself, He 
fihouted, fc 'Tell thoec white folks to 
Htup treating us Black fntks so bad»" 
Wïllir! Phillips died thinking that his 
act rnlght Bomebow change things. 

Hia death was suicide* lt did no 
real damage to- our oppresaor, the 
U.S. government. We must ander- 
stand the Cündltio-ns that moveJ hint 
to du thib, but we must not term the 
nEedless toss of n Black itfe as a 
posirive meana of protest. The op- 
preesor welcomes the death of a 
Black person whocoüldpragresslvely 
work to change die reacitonary con- 
dlilons ia the Black eommunlty* Only 
b^f p organlzing ourselves and our com- 
munlty, by charmelLng our energles 
townrd fighilngour enemy, can we put 
an end to our suffer in g* Our hu ft, 
pain and despair can only be obanged 
through eradicattng the conditions 
which cause them„ Then, life wül 
not seem hopeless, ft would rake on 
new meaning* Willie R* Phillips wül 
be remembered because his act 
awakened people to thftsenselessness 
of life under oppression. 

In delLvering the eulogy at the fun- 
eral of our fallan brothers, Jonathan 
Jackstin and Wllil&m Christmaa, (who 
died in the uprifing at San Rafael), 
Br other Huey P* Newton said, 

ITiey have achieved freedom and we 
rematn slaves. If w'e must weep. let 
tr be for thoae of us who rem a In 
in bundage^The people refuse to sub¬ 
mie to the slavery and brhndnge that 
is required in order (or us to live 
a few more years on the pinnet earih* 
If the penalty for the quesi for free- 
dom Is death -- dien by death wc es¬ 
cape to freedom. Without freedom, life 
means nothlng. We have nóchlngto loss 
but oiurshnckles andireudom togain.,, 
We are not alone, We have allies 
everywhere, We ftnd our comradea 
wherever in die world we hear the 
üppressor'e whip.,.” 

Brother WElite R. Phillips’ suïcide 
holdfi signlficance to us. Ii says that 
thnse of us that siill exist in op^ 
pression. must struggle, in Itfe, for 
the complet ion of our goal: ihe ü_ 
bereron of us eJU,

Black and poor nppressed peoplc had 
grown ilred of waf ring for jiistlce and 
freednm, These spnmaneous UprislngB 
foctised attention upon grlevances that 
had heen ignnred ton long. They al30 
shattered any remaining dreamsahnur 
thls 'great society*, 

The giant Corporation 9 and the» fed- 
eral govemment began pouring mooey 
and programs intothn Rlock cnrnmuni- 
tieS in unprecedented amoUntS* The 
“‘war un poverty" wns scepped cp, and 
so-called libero! s^olïttcÉ^ns mnnaged 
m get a few civll rlghts Ijflta passed. 
Tbc state wan Led Lo be sure that the 
rebel Itona dldn't hoppen asain, At 
the ssme time, the poHcedepartments 
acrosB the country wcre acqujrïng 
newer, more sophfsricated (more 
d&fldiy) military type wenpo ns* They 
(Ahc pollce) wantod to be sure that 
Black people never agaut got out of 
contra!. The "warort poverty"' in re- 
ölity was going to be a '"war on Black 
peoplc"', 

When Etichard Nlxon became presi¬ 
dent the luren? of reöctiön gained 3 
pöwerful ally* Mixon had proved lie 
was a truc fascist durlng hts term 
as vice-president In the Fisrnhower 

regime, Hts J *Iaw and order" policy 
gave pulice departments in major 
cl tics official consent to puttheireun- 
tigeney (special alerr) plans Snrn nf- 
fect, These eomingency plans were the 
results of meetings held in the pen- 
tagun between military officials anti po¬ 
li ce ebiefs from all over the U*S, 
1‘hese meetings we re heid ïn discuss 
methoda of coatrolling the inner elites 
and prevemfng future upiisings; in 
otber words, to find the best ways o] 
int i muist ing and killlng Black people. 

UmJer the Nlxon ''rulc" there isnoi 
even the slightest pretense of under- 
standing the wretched cunJ kluns that 
force Black and oppreesed people Into 
fightlnp for rheir lives In racist 
America — 10 survive, Nixon himself 
said* '"Everybody who works can be 
so me body," An official in the Ju g tl cc 
Department reccmlv stated thatifNlx- 
on is re-clected “by 1976we will elirn- 
snatc crime," Si nee crime is usually 
eqmiTcd wlth Black peoplc, we clearly 
understand the meantng of tbis racist 
statement, 

Now r the police deparrments are gi- 
vm enormous sums nf money toenrry 
out the Lr genocidal programs, The 
.Htate of Georgin wUJ receive $10.3

Th is was rhe grand jury indictment 
that incl.uded, among othera, David 
Htlltard, 

After the ortginaï indictmom, rhe 
various defendam h s cases were 
severed (separated) and eatb atood 
trial separately.

'Phe grand Jury Is very cructal to 
the enrire judicia.! process, U is a 
special, and parrtcularly dangerous 
type- of non-peer Jury, Ifyouare Black, 
poor and oppresscd, When a pers on 
gües ïu trial or ta cbargnd with a 
crime, he ia ordinarLly allo wed what 
Ir called a preMmlnary hen ring. That 
ts T a hearing to determinc whetheror 
not the State actually haa enough 


grounds or '‘evidence" ‘o poasibly 
convict a person. In such a henrini;, a 
per sou Is allo wed co have an attorney 
and present evidence to delend hïm- 
self or counter the fitat's charges, 
ït ia ü public hearing that anyone can 
at tentl. 

IheoreUcally, a "grand jury" is a 
special jury caÜedu pon when theState 
feela that fts charges or ihe "crime*' 
in question la of auch a serieus na¬ 
ture that a private inveRtigation is 
war ranted hefore a person is aeruslly 
chargeü with .inythlng, tn practice, 1 t 
has cotne to be a tooi of the fngclsta 
whnn rhey wish to proeacute persons 
using pre-fabricflted ïies or non-ex- 
isient "evidence 1 ", lt is now beingaJ- 
most exclusively used on persons 
whose poUtfcal views rhe ;$tate dis^ 
agrees with, 

Prtday'3 declsion re-afflrms this 
racist and fascist practlce. ünlike 
other mnjnr tegal decisions, tlug üne 
did not recelve banner headlinespio- 
clniming a ">lctory" for the people.

his bicyclé. Savn, the group grew, 
and Brother Party that due to 
poverty, a.i ouertehelming number of 
Black chitdren do nol have any means 
of recreati&n, like hicycles. (Hehadn't 
had a bicycle kïtnselfuntü it was givën 
to him ui hen he wa&fifty years o ld) 
Th erefore * he. ing sincerety concemed 
about his peopïe, and chitdren inpar- 
ticular, he gat afeic bicycles and 
starled tetting chitdren borrom \them, 
Wf&n this smalt program becamewell 
hnown t many pcople joined in to help 
by dpnating hicycles. Brat her Ferry 
then hegan afren bicycle-lending pro¬ 
gram w ff om <rfttch youlh m the cotn- 
mimity could borrow a kicyele. for a 
day. 

The following is an interview mth 
Br otter Ferry abmil his efforis to aid 
the youth in thv Black community: 


Q: Brother Ferry* at your flrst lo- 


caifon, a few years agn, how many 
hicycles we re you lending out a day? 


Brother Perry: We werp lending out 
herween 85 and 125 bik as a day. And 
the tl mes when we lent out 125 bik es 
a dny, we étUl rurnad some peopJe 
flwq y* Wt? operated — tliis was in ViS 
--for a couple ofyears until thebuild- 
fng had to be mm down to make ruom 
for BART (Bay Arm Rnpïd Transit). 
i rt <t that time I cïtdn't have any pface 
tu store the Mbps, so the city siored 
thetn fnr me antÜ this year, when a 
building was donated, it's small* and 
we have o ar bikes back In now, hor 
wp re nut able to opera te because we 
dnn't have enough bikes to lend out. 
Bccause ff we starled lending nut 
btkeg, [he demand wou ld be gr^iflicr 
than :he bikes we have already, and 
I woiUd have to turn chtldren away, 
and f don’tlikedlsappointtiigchlldren, 

Q; Wh en do you think ynu wïll have 
accumulated and repaired enotagh 
bikes to begin? 

Brother Perry: At this poini, I dnn't 
think that Hl he able ro do anyihfng 
fnr ihe rest of thisycor, unlesK noiïie- 
body co mes up wfth n wIwLe lot of 
money so thnt I can buy hlkee and 
parrs.^but l h ve |uRt starled a boy's 
blcycle drlll toatn, f have to start 
ömaü> because my reKoarcen nre 


sinaJL So the boy’s bltycle drUlteam 
had n practice two weeks agö... Hope - 
fully we T ll have the firat practice of 
the girl's ürül team soon, I think 
thai dvis wül do a lot of good for a 
email group,, hecause wbat our 
ohildren need ïs a senKo of being 
aomebody, to get rid of the feelfng 
that they are ar the bottom oT the 
ladder and that everybndy clse la 
above thent.

This 
stake-out squad wou ld guard banks and 
ether buslne&ses that are som grimes 
the targets of opprcssed people trytng 
to survive, Elecemly it was announced 
that there woukl be un Investlgatloii 
ïnto loc al merchants claims of-beinp 
thredtenetl by the Atlania Chapter of 
the Black Pantbcr Party.
